County supervisors have 
moved on several fronts to 
solve problems brou g h t 
about by the record rain- 
.storm, Superyisor Warren 
Dorn announced recently. 

Dorn said the county has 
the backing of the County 
Supervisors Association of 
California to gain legisla¬ 
tive approval of a one-half 
cent increase in state gaso¬ 
line taxes to help pay for 
cleanup a.nd reconstnuction 
of bridges and roads. 

“It appears that storm 
losses in the unincorporated 
area alone might well reach 
$24 million,” he said. 

Reports indicate that the 
one-half cent increase 
woiuld result in an addi¬ 
tional $13 million for the 
county. 

On another front, the 
supervisors instructed the 
executive officer of the 
Board and other officials to 
attempt to gain state legis¬ 
lation to obtain property tax 
relief for those whose homes 
were damaged or destroyed. 

Again, iCSAC is supporting 
this move, said Dorn, who is

Road Department, 
Flood Control District, En¬ 
gineer, Health Department 
and other county units for 
their “outstanding work” 
during the crisis. 

Dorn also credited the 
county’s vast network of 
flood control systems for 
preventing even more de¬ 
vastations.

Many people apparently fail to realize what is really 
at stake in any move to sot a limit on legitimate business 
promotion. Tlie head of a major supermarket expresses his 
views in no uncertain terms on one form of promotion — 
trading stamps. He says, “We feei that there are enough 
customers who would leave us if we discontinued stamps 
that we might lost 10 to 15 per cent of our business. Our 
profit margin is so low that a difference of 10 per cent 
could make the difference between profit and loss.” 

The success of mass distribution as wo know it today 
depends upon high-volume movement of goods at minimum 
prices. In reality, promotion is as much a partner of mass 
distribution as is mass production. Moreover, promotion 
and advertising have a deeper than economic significance 
that is also often overlooked. They are the bedrock of the 
free press. Such things as trading stamps encourag adver¬ 
tising, and without the financial support of advertising, the 
thousands of independent newspapers in the United States 
would face ruin. And, as wo have just seen in Czchoslo- 
vakia, the death of an independent press is speedily fol¬ 
lowed by the death of liberty. And that goes for a small 
community also.

Governor Speaks Out! 


Governor Ronald Reagant fleshed out those Creative 
Society programs the Administration hopes to implement 
this year in his state of the state address to a joint 
session of the California State Senate and Assembly. ^ 

The Governor's firm comments on disruption of the ^ 
state’s colleges won strong applause from the assembled ^ 
lawmakers and undoubtedly are just as strongly supported 
by the public which pays the bills. 

Reagan, informing the legislators he will propose an 
“omnibus program” ... to restore peace to the class- 
rooms, announced the following program: 

Stronger legal penalties for assaults on teachers and 
students. 1^1 

Tougher trespass laws to keep troublemakers away 
from classrooms. 

Provisions for dismissal of teachers and expulsion of 
students responsible for school disorders. 

The Governor, in outlining his program for tougher ^ 
legai penalties against “criminal anarchists and latter-day ^ 
fascists” on school campuses, warned against “excesses a 
and extremes” that might be “self-defeating” and then 
offered a piedge that “with whatever it takes, I will pro- 
tect those students who want to learn and those faculty > 
who want to teach.” 

“Legislators of California,” he asked, “join me in this 
commitment!” ^ 

The Governor’s call for a crackdown on campus dis- 
order, coming as it did on a day when the home of the 
dean of instruction at San Mateo College was firebombed, 
on a day when police had to remove some 300 obscenity- 1 ^ 
shouting students from embattled San Francisco State 
College, on a day when the AFL-CIO teachers union an- ^ 
nounced its members would walk out at Sacramento Fres- ▼ 
no and San Jose State Colleges, in addition to the San 
Francisco State walkout, may well spark early legisla- ^ 
tive action. 

On other fronts the Governor called for the following 
action: 

Tax reform. A complete overhaul of the tax system tJA 
following the report of the State Reform Study Commis- 3^ 
sions due in about a month. 

Stronger obscenity laws. vM 

Tougher penalties for the illegal use of guns “with- ^ 
out interfering with the legitimate use of firearms by 
law-abiding citizens.” 

Legislation providing for elections by farm workers 
to determine whether they wish union representation, and ^ 
prohibiting strikes at harvest time. ^ 

A series of conservation measures including additional ^ 
beach and other recreational areas, the continuance of the 
San Francisco Bay Conservation and Development Com- 
mission and revisions of the State Water Quality Act. 

The Governor also called for new health and welfare 
legislation, traffic safety laws, and governmental reor- 
ganization of the executive branch. ®
